A Boston bulldog, the fourth 
dog within four weeks, died 
Friday of rabies, Dr. Ben Ko­ 
gan, district health officer of 
the Los Angeles County Health 
Department revealed this week. 

The 7-ycer-old black and 
lite dog was owned by Wayne 

of 4201 West 165th street,

Cause of contact could not be 
determined. The dog lived 
wijhin the same general area 
as the previous three North 
Torrance dogs which died of 
rabies.

The dog was observed to be ill 
May 2 and refused to eat or 
drink as of that date. It began 
o cough May 3 and was taken 

the hospital the following 
Way. Impounded at the Yukon

shelter May 5, it died 
the following day. 
No human or animal contacts 
have been reported so far. Tho 
dog displayed typical symptoms 
of dumb rabies: dilated eyes; 
dropping jaw; weak rear legs 
and Joss of appetite, Dr. Kogan 
stated.

Q At present 18 Torrance resi­ 
dents are undergoing Pasteur
Treatment as a result of actual 
or suspected contacts with three 
previous dogs which died of 
rabies.

outstanding juvenile officers of* 
the Los Angles Police Depart­ 
ment, stated this week.

The El Camino police science 
program is closely integrated 
with the needs of the surround­ 
ing police departments.

Oilmen 
Buck New

Torrance now has been faced with a serious rabies 

outbreak for four weeks.
There has been no indication so far that the City 

Council intends to adopt a compulsory rabies vaccination 
law for dogs.

We would like to make an alternate proposal.
Let the issue of compulsory vaccination be placed on 

the ballot next year at the time of our municipal election 
in spring1.

That way the people can vote directly on the issue 
and the City Council will know with certainty what the 
people want.

It is necessary, however, for Torrance residents, civic 
groups, and other organizations to write the City Counci 
requesting that the matter be placed on the ballot.

The City Council will not act on this issue unless it 
feels that Torrance residents are concerned over it.

That is probably the reason why there has been no 
action calling for a compulsory vaccination law for dogs. 
Torrance residents have not made their wishes hoard.

The same will happen with the suggestion to place the 
issue on the ballot if you do not let the City Council know.

Approximately three individuals appeared to speak Irf favor j 
of the ordinance. But about 75 oilmen and others were there to! 
oppose the stricter measures.

Now that the city Is finally trying to do something about th» 
oil field ha/ards, we, the people, failed in backing up the pro­ 
posed law.

Individuals whose children have been hurt, and endangered
by the oil field hazards should have shown up in force; so should 
P-TA's and civic organizations.

They should have gone on record orally or in writing.
What the City Council will do now when the ordinance is 

finally voted upon is anybody's guess. Chances are that they 
will adopt a "watered down" version If opposition to the law is 
greater and louder than support of it.

It is already later than you think but It is not too late. In­ 
dividuals and groups can still go on record in support of the law 
before the matter comes to a vote. Why must we lose a child
before action is taken? .We urge that everyone wishing to see it passed make their 
wishes known immediately to the City Council. Letters should 
be addressed to: City Council, City Hall. Torrance. California.

Individuals and groups s'hould also plan to appear at the 
Council at the time of the hearing on the proposed law. That 
date will be announced soon.

If this law falls because of lack of support, the future death 
of a child in the Torrance oil fields rests squarely on the shoul­ 
ders of every individual who noWignores this issue._______
